CHILDREN ENJ OY OUTING 


Six Hundred Dixon Hopefuls Take 
Advantage of Trolley Ride. 


This morning, soon after breakfast, 
the children commenced to pu t in an 
appearance at the office of the electric 
car line. By nine thirty abou t three 
hu ndredfof the children had met the 
conditions set down by Manager Hig- 
giDS for the day ’s ou ting at Central 
park. The children ranged from fiv e 
to fou rteen y ears of age. To accomo 
date his y ou thfu l gu ests, Mr. Higgins 
had two trailers cou pled on to one of 
the interu rbancars, which gav e plenty 
of room, so there was no crowding 
At elev en o’clock another company of 
ex cu rsionists, nu mbering abou t three 
hu ndred, were giv en a free trolley 
ride to Central park, making in all 
abou t six hu ndred of Dix on “hope 
fu ls” who are picnicking as the gu ests 
of Mr. Higgins. The y ou ng picnickers 
did not take any chances of the time 
banging heav y on their bands, for the 
boy s were armed with baseball bats 
masks, “mits,” and balls: while the 
girls were ready for a good time with 
bean bags etc. 
All the y ou ngsters 
were well prov isioned by their par 
ents, so that no fear of & famine at 
Central park was imminent at any 
moment du ring the day . 
The first 
car retu rned at fou r o’clock, so that 
ail the children will be back in Dix on 
ready su pper. 


All unnoticed and entirely unpre­ 
meditated, probably, a direct test of 
the ex pediency o f government owner­ 
ship of public utilities was inaugurated 
by the purchase o f the Panama rail­ 
way and its subsidiary steamship line 
as collateral adjuncts of the govern­ 
ment’s caual enterprise, says Leslie J . 
Perry, writing from Punama to the St. 
Louis 
Globe-Demoerat. 
Undeniably 
the railway is economically inseparable 
from the canal in the constructive 
stage. 
This can hardly be held to be 
the case with the New York-Colou 
steamship line. 
Yer the government 
pertinaciously clings to the latter, and 
by purchase has recently added to the 
line two large and speedy ships at a 
cost of $l,oo0,i“ *0. 
It Is only the spectator right here 
on the ground who can fully com­ 
prehend the tremendous power the gov­ 
ernment has taken into its hands by 
this incidental entry into the field of 
commerce. 
This national ownership of a ridicu­ 
lous little railroad only forty-seven 
miles long, remote as it is from the 
United States, makes the country in 
fact a powerful competitor of seven 
transcontinental 
railways, 
including 
the Canadian Pacific, having not less 
than 1*,<W)0 miles o f main track. Their 
stocks and bonds are scattered in the 
hands of thousands of private Amer­ 
ican citizens. 
For, ridiculously short 
as it is, the Panama railway, too, is a 
transcontinental line to a degree. 
It is 
true, as Mr. Bristow states in his re­ 
cent report, that the “ relation it sus­ 
tains to commerce is different from 
that o f any other transportation com­ 
pany” —that is, with reference merely 
to the construction of the canal by 
g o vernm ent 
Nevertheless it is direct 
and effective. 
As a common carrier, 
fix ing rates the same as auy other com­ 
pany, its relatlous are not different in 
any other particular. 
The chief object in the purchase of 
both tl>e railway and the steamship 
lines was the transportation of the 
canal flig h ts, but anybody who tre- 
quents the Colon and Panama wharfs 
quickly observes that a very large pro­ 
portion o f the ship cargoes and railway 
freights are for private account. 
It is 
clear that financially the government 
has made a good thing by taking over 
these lines. 
They both pay a large 
return above the co st of maintenance, 
which will be much greater when the 
facilities for handling the m ass of 
freights offering are Increased in ac­ 
cordance with the liberal plans already 
being carried out. The purchase o f the 
two steam ers above mentioned is sig ­ 
nificant o f the government's intentions 
In this regard as well as probable de­ 
termination to permanently maintain 
its present single relation toward our 
transcontinental commerce as well as 
foreign 
commerce 
with the 
Pacific 
coast o f South America. 
As for the Panama railway, It is 
actually swamped with both pnssenger 
and freight traffic. It runs five passen­ 
ger trains each way daily. 
Each looks 
like an ex cursion train, such a rush of 
passengers Is there, both first and sec­ 
ond class. 
The natives a ml caual em­ 
ployees are great travelers. 
It is not 
unusual to see a dozen persons stand­ 
ing in the coach aisle. 
Under the origiual Fanama railroad 
company 
the fare 
from 
Asplnwall 
(Colon) to Panama was $25, gold. J ust 
think o f paying $25 railroad fare from 
Washington to Baltimore or New York 
to W est Point! 
IK* Lesseps reduced 
the fare to $8 . goki—still enough, in all 
conscience, for a forty-seven mile ride. 
Our commission promptly reduced this 
rate to $4, gold, ami in May last to 
$2.40, or 5 cents i>er mile. 
The old 
rate o f $25, and even $8 , was pure rob­ 
bery. The passenger had no recourse— 
there was no conq>etlng line. He could 
not g et across the Isthmus on an ox 
cart nor afoot. 
In addition, the pas­ 
senger had to pay 2 cents per pound 
on his baggage, an onerous imposition 
still maintained. 
To date, then, government ownership 
works well. 
The administration evi­ 
dently feels very complacent over the 
results thus far, although the nation's 
going Into trade was incidental to Its 
paternal project of canal building for 
the benefit o f mankind In general, “ un 
beknownst” to itself, as it were. 
But 
whether accidental or Intentional, its 
transportation venture pays well, and 
perhaps under the glowing impulse of 
success the administration may con 
chide to go farther afield. 
In the Panama railroad a big club 
has been placed in the government’s 
hands. 
It nmy choose to use it. 
Its 
commanding position as a transconti­ 
nental line is undeniable. 
The Bris­ 
tow' report shows that the administra­ 
tion fully appreciates its new power 
Suppose the president should conclude 
to bring it into play in the threatened 
strug g le with the railroads over rates? 
Perhaps the energetic enlargement 
of the Panama n>ud’s capacity means 
just that thing. 
It is to be double 
tracked, to have large additions to its 
rolling stock, and its terminal facilities 
are to be doubled. 
These improve 
menta are already in progress. 
The purchase of the two New York- 
Colon ships J ibes with the stories In 
the zone that the canal, copimLssion 
contemplates putting on a Pacflc line 
o f steamers between Panama and Seat 
tie, via San Francisco.
